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The Housing and Town* Planning Bill. 





JHE Bill brought 
forward by the 
President of the 
Local Government 
Board deals with 
two main subjects, 
Housing of the 
Working Classes 
and Town Planning ; but it is the second 
division which is of most interest, as it 
deals with a subject for which, and in 
‘ncouragement of which, little special 
legislation has been hitherto provided. 
rhe treatment of the Housing question 
's largely dependent upon the Housing 
ot the Working Classes Act of 1890 
(which is always referred to in the Bill 
: * the principal Act”), since the first 
“’uuse of the Bill provides that Part ITI. 
at that Act, specially dealing with 
working-class lodging-houses, shall, after 
the commencement of the new Act, 
_tegarded as extended to and taking 
feet in every urban or rural district, 
or other place for which it has not been 
adopted, as if it had been adopted. By 
this one stroke, therefore, the provisions 
of the Act of 1890 on this subject are 
‘Woniuatically adopted by every urban 
and rural sanitary authority, except as 
0 some passages in it that are repealed in 
iot to clash with the machinery 
of the proposed new Act. The important 
pont in the latter lies in the powers 
ni Sg the Local Government Board 
. pel action on the part of a negligent 
cal authority, If the Board are satis- 
Ned, on evidence the nature of which

is indicated, that a local authority have 
failed to exercise their powers under 
Part III. of the principal Act in cases 
where those powers ought to have been 
exercised, the Board may find the 
local authority in default and make 
an order directing them within a limited 
time to carry out such works as may 
be mentioned for the purpose of remedy- 
ing the default. The provisions as to 
what ought to be done, or as to the way 
of doing it, are not materially altered ; 
the difference is that there is a power 
of compulsion provided. 

The subject of Town Planning forms 
Part II. of the Bill, which commences by 
enacting that a town-planning scheme 
may be made, in accordance with the 
provisions of this part of the Act, as 
respects any land that appears likely 
to be used for building purposes, “ with 
the general object of securing proper 
sanitary conditions, amenity, and con- 
venience, in connexion with the laying 
out and use of the land”; and the 
Local Government Board may authorise 
a local authority to prepare such a town- 
planning scheme with reference to any 
land within or in the neighbourhood 
of their area, if the authority satisfy 
the Board that there is a primd facie 
case for making such a scheme. The 
Board may by order vary or revoke a 
town planning scheme if they think it 
advisable. Then follows what is one of 
the most significant clauses of the Bill, 


‘since it provides against the interpreta- 


tion of a building lot as merely a place 
where a building may be erected. This 
clause states that the use of the land 





“for building purposes” includes the 
purpose of providing open spaces, parks, 
pleasure or recreation grounds, or 
executing any work upon the land, 
whether in the nature of what would 
ordinarily be called a building work or 
not: and the decision of the Board, 
whether any proposed work is a 
“ building purpose ”’ or not, is to be final. 
The effect of this is that a town-planning 
scheme to be carried out with the 
approval of the Board, cannot be carried 
out as a mere utilitarian scheme for 
securing so much rental from buildings ; 
and that under the term “ building 
purposes ”’ are to be included many other 
things besides buildings. 

Special provisions are to be inserted 
in every town-planning scheme defining 
the area to which the scheme is to apply 
and the authority which is to be respon- 
sible for its execution ; and in the case 
where the scheme covers areas that are 
under more than one local authority, the 
Local Government Board will direct 
which authority is to be paramount, or 
whether it is to be carried out under a 
joint authority specially constituted for 
the purpose. 

Then there comes in again, as in 
connexion with the first part of the Bill, 
the provision for compelling a negligent 
or indolent authority to act. If the 
Local Government Board are satisfied, 
on any representation, that a local 
authority “have failed to take the 
requisite steps for having a town-planning 
scheme prepared and approved in a case 
where a town-planning scheme ought te 
be made, or that an authority responsible 
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for the execution of a town - planning 
scheme have failed to execute the scheme 
or any provisions thereof effectively,” 
then the Board may order the local 
authority to prepare a scheme for the 
approval of the Board, or order the 
execution of whatever works are necessary 
for the realisation of a scheme already 
approved ; and any such order may be 
enforced by mandamus. 

The position of objectors to a scheme, 
or of private owners who may be injured 
by it, is of course not left out of con- 
sideration. Any person whose property 
is injuriously affected by a town-planning 
scheme can claim compensation, within 
a limited time, from the authority 
responsible for the scheme; with the 
logical reservation that no such claim can 
be made or entertained in respect of any 
building erected or contract) made, or 
other thing done with respect to land 
included in a scheme, after the time at 
which application for the authority to 
prepare the scheme was made, “ or 
after such other time as the Local 
Government Board may fix for the 
purpose.” Such a provision was of 
course necessary to prevent the policy 
of speculating in land or building under 
the expectation of a planning scheme 
being applied, and with the view of 
manufacturing a standing ground for 
compensation. 

The clause which follows is one over 
which there is likely to be a good deal 
of discussion before the Bill becomes 
law, and which is likely to afford a fine 
field for litigation if it passes into law. 
We quote it verbatim : 

“49 (3) Where the operation of a scheme 
injuriously affects any property, but at the same 
time increases the value of certain other property 
and compensation is paid under this section in 
respect of the property injuriously affected, 
the authority responsible for the execution of the 
«heme shall be entitled to recover from any 
persons whose property is so increased in value 
the whole or any part of any sums which the 
authority are so liable to pay as compensation, 


not exceeding in any case the amount by which 
the property is increased in value.” 


In an abstract sense, no doubt, it 
might be said that it was only fair that 
if an owner whose property was lowered 
in value received compensation, one 
whose property was raised in value 
should pay compensation ; but it strikes 
us as a very unusual if not unprecedented 
arrangement, and an inroad upon the 
time-honoured enjoyment by owners 
of the fact that their property had been 
appreciated by change in circumstances 
and surroundings, which as a principle 
is likely to be very hotly contested, 
as a new application of the theory 
of robbing Peter to pay Paul. And it 
is easy to foresee what a field such a 
provision would furnish for contest, and 
for conflicts of evidence, as to whether, 
and to what extent, an owner's property 
had really been appreciated. It is a 
clause certainly likely to afford profitable 
employment for lawyers, surveyors, and 
valuers, 

Under another Section (48) it is pro- 
vided that the authority responsible for 
the execution of a town-planning scheme 
inay, after giving such notice as is pro- 
vided for in the scheme, remove, pull 
down, or alter any building or other 
work which is such as to contravene 
the scheme, or execute any work which 
it is the duty of any person to execute 
under the scheme, when it appears 





that*delay in the execution of it would | 


be {prejudicial to ‘the scheme. Any 
expenses incurred by the authority under 
this section to be recoverable from the 
defaulting owner, in such manner and 
under such conditions as may have been 
provided for. If any question arises 
whether such a work contravenes a town- 


planning. scheme, or does not comply | 
with it, the decision of the Local | 
Government Board is to be final and con- | 


clusive and binding on all parties. 

These are the main lines of a Bill 
which seems to have been framed with 
an intention to compel the adoption 
of a policy woefully neglected at the 
present time in England, of carrying out 
udditions to towns upon a preconceived 
plan and in such aimanner as to make 
the best of them both in a sanitary and 
an architectural sense. Some tmduce- 
iment to adopt this course is certainly 
very much needed. But we fear that the 
Bill is framed in a somewhat drastic 
spirit, which is likely to provoke a good 
deal of opposition, and that the powers 
claimed for the Local Government 
Board savour a little too much of the 
spirit of Sir Anthony Absolute.

HERALDRY IN ART. 


HERE is perhaps no form of 
decoration which has been in 
the past, .and which if 
judiciously handled can be still made, 
so effective as that in which heraldry 
is introduced. In recent vears the 
increased appreciation of things mediwval, 
the “ Gothic Revival” that so strongly 
influenced architectural design, the 
greater care with which ancient buildings 
are now treated, the desire for accuracy 
in the production of historical plays, and 
the arrangement of the details and

costumes in the “ pageants” that have 
lately aroused a general interest jn more 
than one of our ancient provincial towns 
have all been the means of drawing 
attention to the value and artistic capa. 
bilities of heraldic work. Text-books 
have from time to time appeared, of 
which the work by Boutell is perhaps the 
best known, dealing with the rules of 
the practice of heraldry and giving 
many illustrations of old examples. 
Heraldic work has also necessarily been 
included in many books on painted glass, 
monuments, encaustic tiles, embroidery. 
and so forth, besides the examples that 
occur im stone, wood, and metal in 
the designs of churches and domestic 
buildings. 

The rules of the practice of heraldry 
once learnt, there is thus a very large field 
of information open to the student and 
craftsman. Those who happen to reside 
in or near London are especially fortu- 
nate in having within a comparatively 
small radius quite the most beautiful 
examples that our medieval English 
craftsmen and artists produced. At 
Westminster Abbey we find work of 
the best periods in stone, metal, and 
enamel; the stone shields on the wall 
arcading of the nave and some of the 
tombs, the splendid enamelled shields on 
the monuments of William de Valence 
and Edward ITI. and his Queen, heraldic 
work on the Bohun and other brasses, 
and the metal detail of the chapel gates 
and tomb of Henry VII. At the Britis! 
and South Kensington Museums an 
the College of Arms are further stor: 
houses of heraldic art, while slightly 
further afield are the grand series 0! 
enamelled plates of the Garter Knights 
at Windsor, the shields on the tombs 0! 
Edmund de Langley at King’s Langley, 
much fine detail at the Abbey Church

(now the Cathedral) at St. Albans, and 
of the best examples of ancient 
d glass at Ockwells Manor-house 
near Maidenhead. There were until 
lately quite a number of heraldic tablets 
attached to some of the old street fronts 
in London. Street improvements have 
in many cases necessitated their removal,

hut the majority, taken from houses in |

is carefully preserving those that have

jurisdiction. A few still remain in situ, 
the best known among them being the 
panel over the gateway to Lincoln’s Inn 
in Chancery-lane, and they give very 
good evidence of the richness of effect 
and interest that can be given to an 
otherwise simple architectural com- 
position by the judicious introduction 
of heraldic decoration, even on a small 
scale. 

Mr. Eve, in this latest addition to the 
list of heraldic works,* explains that his 
book “is to assist the workers in the 
many arts that are concerned with 
heraldry in varying degrees, by putting 
before them as simply as possible the 
essential principles of heraldic art.” 
Two of the chapters out of the twelve are 
devoted to the rules of heraldry, and 
a description of miscellaneous charges. 
The general scope of the work will be 
easily understood by the headings of 
some of the chapters: “ The Evolution 
of Shield Forms,” ‘‘ Animals and 
Monsters,” ‘‘ Birds and other Figures,” 
“Helm Crest and Mantling,” and 
“ Armorial Accessories.” A chapter is 
also devoted to ‘‘ Architectural Decora- 
tion,” and among the illustrations are 
some interesting reproductions of the 
very beautiful drawings which were made 
for the heraldic glass now in the Houses 
of Parliament. Two plates are also given 
of the ancient glass at Ockwells, already

alluded to. We should have liked to 


see some more examples of English 
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heraldry as applied to architecture, or 
some rather fuller references to examples 
/of the best work. But at all points it 
|is easily realised what™a very large 
subject the author has to deal with, and 
how difficult to decide what to include 
and what to exclude. In the chapter 
'on methods and materials Mr. Eve 
discusses the questions of illuminating, 
enamelling, metalwork, and engraving, 
_and embroidery also is included. In this 
| chapter are a series of diagrams showing 
the way our Union Jack should be con- 
structed, a lesson which many would do 

well to learn. 
| No student can study old examples of 
heraldic work, of which so many are 
illustrated in this volume, without being 
impressed ‘with the beauty of line and 
composition. which characterises the 
majority. In painted glass the care 
_and attention given to detail, even when 
| the object was seen at some considerable 
‘distance, is particularly evident, and 
/no better lesson can be learned in this 
| respect than to make a careful pent 
| or even tracing, from a good example 
of heraldic glass, and note the amount 
of work and careful draughtsmanship 
that is revealed by this method. Par- 
ticularly beautiful was the system of 
“ diapering ” the backgrounds, a method 
that gave tone to the field without inter- 
fering with the clearness of the “ charge,” 
which was perhaps more successful than 
Q 
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when applied to heraldry in stone, of 
which Mr. Eve gives an example from 
the Percy shrine on p. 112. Although 
space has not permitted the subject 
of leatherwork, pottery, and tiles to be 
included, a large amount of information 
useful to the student and craftsman 
will be found scattered through these 
pages, and the book will certainly be of 
interest to those who wish to deal with 
heraldic work as a living art applicable 
to the present day, in addition to its study 
from a merely archeological standpoint. 
The two, in fact, must be taken together, 
and, if the many lessons that the many 
ancient examples we have fortunately 
preserved to us have to teach are well 
learnt and applied with due regard to 
the limits of the material used, there is 
no reason why modern heraldry should 
not be of equal value in the artistic sense 
as the old. It is to such a desirable end 
that books such as this one will contribute, 
and if we could have wished for more 
than is included within the scope of Mr. 
Eve’s work, he has certainly brought 
together a large number of very interest- 
ing examples.

‘of the lay-out of the ground 
now being proceeded with around and 
behind the Marble Arch, we cannot but 
express our regret that, in the interests 
of traffic, the original scheme which 
Mr. Speaight has the credit of having 
proposed has been distorted so as to lose 
ll architectural symmetry and _ signifi- 
cance. Mr. Speaight proposed a semi- 
circular place with the arch on the chord 
of the semicircle, which would have 
looked very well. What we now see 
on the County Council sketch is a lop- 
sided arrangement in respect of which 
the arch has almost ceased to have any 
significance. It is an extraordinary 
thing that in London we seem unable 
to get anything in the way of axial 
alignment of streets and _ buildings 
properly carried out. The improvement 
as now shown is well meant, and may 
he useful to facilitate traffic: but as an 
architectural scheme it is a blunder, and 
a good idea has been spoilt. 





xew [tT appears to be decided 
that some additional law 
courts must be constructed 
adjacent to, or in connexion with, the 
present Law Courts. There is also a 
rumour that these courts will be built 
on the west side of the Law Courts 
at the north end of the gardens and 
immediately in front of the Bankruptey 
Buildings. If new courts are to be 
constructed they should be practically 
efficient, and architecturally in harmony 
with the principal building. We feel 
no confidence, however, that this result 
will be attained unless the advice of a 
consulting architect is taken. It would 
be most unfortunate if the building when 
erected were to be found unsuitable 
and if it were subject to adverse criticism 
in regard to its appearance, Neither is

it certain that an isolated block of courts 
with some narrow connexion with the 
main building is the best form of addition, 
and it is by no means clear that better 
results might not be obtained by other 
means. At any rate, nothing would be 
more humiliating to all lovers of London 
than to see a commonplace addition 
to the fine pile which now contains the 
Law Courts, and which, in spite of some 
practical shortcomings, is a striking 
and remarkable edifice. We hope, there- 
fore, that the proposed addition will 
not be undertaken until the subject 
has received proper consideration and 
criticism. 





The We have already briefly 
erasing referred to this Congress, 


Congress. to be held in London in 
August. <A cireular since issued in 
regard to it draws attention, in very 
sensible language, to some of the impor- 
tant objects which the promoters of the 
Congress have in view. The ensuing 
Congress is the third ; the movement was 
initiated in 1900 in Paris, where the first 
drawing congress was held, the secondbeing 
held at Berne in 1904; and the evidence 
collected at these two congresses showed 
that in the application of art to industry 
England was behind some Continental 
nations. Drawing is taught abroad, 
it is pointed out, not as what in this 
country would be called “* Art-teaching,” 
but as a natural and serviceable means 
of training practical and ethical powers 
in the child, and as an indispensable 
language of the craftsman; it is, in short, 
an educational medium side by side 
with writing. In England the art. of 
drawing is for the most part regarded 
as a kind of separate cult, not as a part 
of general education, and there are public 
schools in which drawing is less efficiently 
taught than it is to children in elementary 
day schools. What the Congress desires 
to impress on the English mind is that 


learning to draw is a most important 
means of developing general perception 
and insight into the meaning and the 
beauty of forms, and is a desirable 
element in general education, whatever 
is to be the special occupation of the 
pupil in after-life. y 
with this position, and hope that the 
Congress in August will be well supported 
and will succeed in impressing this view 
on the public mind.

one of St. Stephen, Walbrook. wy, 
give a reduced reproduction of the plan 
and side elevation, as illustrating the 
work of the School of Architecture 
and as an interesting bit of little known 
XVIIIth century work. Another iece 
of Cockerell’s work is illustrated in the 
drawing of the bronze doors in St, 
George’s Hall, Liverpool; but a mere 
geometrical drawing gives no adequate 
idea of the grand character of the design 
which is one of the finest pieces of English 
metal-work of modern times, Speke 
Hall is very fully illustrated: also 
Wren’s Morden College, Blackheath: 
Greenwich Hospital; and Sanmichelj’s 
Palazzo Bevilacqua, at Verona. The 
huildings measured are also, in some 
cases, illustrated by perspective views 
from .photographs or drawings: such 
illustrations (especially from photographs) 
are useful to compare with the measured 
drawings, as showing the relation between 
architectural cause and effect. The 
volume is not only creditable to the 
students whose work is illustrated, but 
a useful possession for architects generally, 
It is edited by Professor Reilly and his 
assistant, Mr, Patrick Abercrombie, who 
have contributed useful critical and 
historical notices of the buildings illus- 
trated, 


AN interesting comparison 
between the load-bearing 
capacity of reinforced con- 
crete and brick, and also between the 
sectional area of material for a given 
load is afforded by some structural details 
in the Dundee Courier offices. Above 
ground level the building is carried on 
twenty-one brick piers, measuring 
6 ft. 6 in. by 3 ft. 4 in., the load on each 
of these at the base being about 3300 tons, 
or nearly 14 tons per square foot, a 
value showing that the brick work is ol 
particularly good quality. In the base- 
ment of the building each of the brick 
piers is supported by a reinforced concrete 
column (Hennebique system) with the 
sectional area of 3 ft. by 2 ft., and which 
consequently is under the load of 50 tons 
per square foot. Probably the cost o! 
reinforced concrete is quite as much 
as, if not slightly more than, that of 
brickwork, but the saving of space to 
be effected by the employment of the 
combined material is an important factor, 
and in the case ofa tall building supported 
on numerous piers it might be equivalent 
to one or two additional rooms on ac!

| engineer, Senator Colombo, is one that 
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deserves attention. The most striking 
feature of the new system consists of 
tubular locks sloping down from one 
level to another, and in which barges 
are to be raised or lowered by the ad- 
mission or discharge of water, the vessels 
being carried and guided by trucks 
running upon rails laid on the floor of 
the lock. In cases where a large amount 
of traffic has to be provided for, and 
where water is scarce, separate locks 
would be constructed for up and down 
transport. This method of locking would 
probably be economical, and especially 
so in the case of canals comprising a large 
number of sections. For moderate 
gradients the Caminada system reduces 
to a series of open sections with inclined 
bottom between lock gates in which the 
barges run on rails, moving downward 
bv gravity and floated upward by the 
entering water. 


A CONSIDERABLE portion of 
the concluding lecture on 
“ Fuel and its Future,” 
delivered by Professor Lewes before the 
Royal Society of Arts last Monday 
evening, consisted of an exposition of the 
agricultural value of the nitrogen con- 
tained in coal and peat. The lecturer 
pointed out that the natural deposits 
of nitrate of soda which have been found 
in Chih and Peru are being rapidly 
exhausted, and that other nitrogenous 
fertilisers must be manufactured to take 
the place of the nitrate. Sulphate of 
ammonia is a nitrogenous substitute for 
nitrate of soda which is made in large 
quantities as a by-product in coke and 
yas manufacture, but the present supply 
is not sufficient entirely to replace nitrate 
of soda. Professor Lewes thinks that 
peat will in the future be largely used for 
making power gas, and that the nitrogen 
from the peat will be converted into sul- 
phate of ammonia. He has recently 
used peat in a power-gas plant, and has 
found it possible to produce 134 lb. of 
ammonium sulphate per ton of peat con- 
sumed. With a Mond plant using coal 
slack only 90 Ib. of sulphate per ton 
of slack are obtained, and in ordinary 
yas manufacture the yield is only about 
22 lb. per ton of coal carbonised. The 
manufacture of nitrogenous fertilisers 
has already become an industry of great 
magnitude, and increasing attention is 
being given to the possibility of recover- 
ing from fuels a larger proportion of the 
uitrogen they contain than has been 
recovered heretofore. Within the last 
decade methods of producing nitro- 
genous fertilisers from atmospheric 
nitrogen have been discovered and 
worked on a large scale, but we doubt 
whether fertilisers so produced will ever 
be able to compete with those made as 
by-products in gas and coke manufacture,

of electric traction has removed all

main post offices of London. A scheme 
lately put forward by the Berlin Postal 
Department provides for the construction 
of an underground electric railway, in a 
tunnel measuring 75 centimetres high 
by 18 metres wide, to connect the 
General Post Office with the branch 
post offices at the railway termini. The 
rolling-stock will consist of trucks, about 
the size of a large mail-bag, drawn by 
locomotives controlled from a central 
office. In addition to providing for the 
rapid transit of letters and parcels, the 
railway will have the effect of diverting 
a considerable amount of traffic from 
the public streets, and so will aid to a 
material extent in reducing the state 
of congestion from which Berlin suffers 
to-day in common with London, New 
York, and other great cities. Our own 
Government might well decide upon the 
construction of a kindred but more 
extensive system as their contribution 
to the solution of the Metropolitan 
traffic problem, 
Tue City and University 
Crosby Hall. Association have under con- 

sideration a project for the 


re-erection, at a cost of or about 10,000/., 
of Crosby Hall u

Tne Prefect of the Seine has submitted to 


the Municipal Council of Paris an immens:

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but is of absolute practical utility.

over interfere with wn attempt to enlarge 
the building, in which at present a con- 
siderable proportion of the contents cannot 
be exhibited for want of space. ; As to the 
Boulevard Haussmann, no one will questior 
the necessity of affording a new outlet for 
the immense circulation of traffic which 
exists at present between the Madeleine 
and the Boulevard Montmartre. It is 
hoped therefore that the new Council, to be 
elected in May, will vote for the adoption of 
so important a series of improvement 
schemes. 

The Municipal Council is also occupied 
with a rather curious dispute, which is 
connected with the great art exhibitions of 
Paris, viz. as to the real ownership of the 
land on which the Grand Palais des Arts is 
erected. The land was presented to the city 
authorities, inJ828, by Charles X., with the 
condition that it should never be sold. Since 
then, the Government have built on the 
site, first the Palais de Industrie and thea 
the Grand Palais, paying a ground rent to 
the Municipali In these conditions the 
Municipal Counet! proposes to take over the 
Grand Palais as its property, leaving it to 
the Government to organise exhibitions 
there. If this arrangement does not come 
off, the Grand Palais will pass, after 
January | of next year, into the Municipal 
domain, and the Municipal Council will 
arrange with the Committees of the two 
Salons for holding their exhibitions, 
independently of any State interference. 

The Ecole des Beaux-Arts has received 
from a group of American architects, former 
students of the Ecole, a gift of 500,000 francs, 
as a practical expression of recognition on 
their part of the value of the education 
which they have received there. The gift 
is coupled with the condition that only 
French artists are to profit by it. 

By way of emphasising the entente c rdiale, 
the Municipal Council have offered to lend, 
as a quite exceptional favour, a proportion 
of works belonging to their permanent art 
museum for the Anglo-French exhibition in 
london this year. These include pictures 
by Carriére, Roll, Bonnat, Falguiére, Corot, 
and other eminent French artists. This 
action is the more noteworthy, as_ the 
Council have hitherto declined to lend 
anything out of their collection to the 
French Government. 

The death has to be noted of the celebrated 
founder, Liot Decauville, at the age of 
sixty-six. There are few French sculptors 
for thirty years past, some of whose works 
he has not cast in bronze, and a considerable 
number @f these artists may be said to owe 
to him part of their fame, by his reproductions 
11 bronze of their principal works. He had 
succeeded in giving a “ patine” to his 
bronze surfaces which added to their artistic 
effect; and he also did much towards 
mviving the use of pewter as a medium for 
sculpture and decorative casting. Decau- 
ville obtained a “grand prix” at the 
Exhibition of 1900, and was a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour.

The Cathedral Church of Cefali:, Sicily. 


Mr. Geo, Hubbard, F.S.A., read a paper 
on the Cathedral Church of Cefali:, Sicily, of 
which the following is an abstract :—-Mr. 
Hubbard in introducing his subject said he 
had had the good fortune in 1884 to be 
quarantined for nine months in Sicily, owing 
to an outbreak of cholera; and he spent 
more than a month of that time at Cefali: 
studying the cathedral and making measured 
drawings of it. In 1896 he again visited the 
island for the purpose of correcting and 
completing the work he had commenced 
twelve years before, and now, after the lapse 
of yet another twelve years, he ventured to 
lay before members such evidence as he had 
in support of the theory that pointed Gothic 
work was derived from the pointed Norman 
work of Sicily, and particularly from Cefali. 

The circumstances of the Norman conquest 
determined that the principal modification 
the Norman style underwent in Sicily should 
be derived from the Saracen. The con- 
querors adopted the pointed arch of the 
misbeliever, and their adoption of it, he 
considered, revolutionised the architecture 
of Christendom. The Norman conquerors 
employed Saracenic workmen to execute 
their buildings, and these workmen would 
naturally adopt the pointed arch to which 
they were accustomed. There was, however, 
one great and notable exception in the 
cathedral church of Cefalii. 

Mr. Hubbard showed by plans thrown 
upon the screen that Cefali was the only 
building designed on the plan of the Latin 
Cross. No contemporary church in Sicily 
had the distinctive Gothic plan to be seen in 
that building; it also contained other 
important Gothic features not to be found in 
Europe in any church of so early a date. For 
instance, the intersections in the pointed 
groined work of the choir are marked by the 
projecting ribs which are peculiarly charac- 
teristic of Gothic work. The author had 
found no authority quoting the vaulting at 
Cefali, which is quadripartite, ribbed, and 
pointed. This vaulting might very probably 
be completed in the year that a similar kind 
of vaulting was adopted at St. Denis, which 
is generally accepted as the earliest form of 
true Gothic vaulting. There appears to be 
considerable probability, however, that the 
Sicilian example is the earlier. The special 
and predominant feature in the church is the 
pointed arch. The whole of the original 
structural arches are pointed throughout the 
church, excepting the small round arches of 
the gallery or triforium between the roof 
vaulting and clearstory windows in the south 
transept. The predominating influence in 
the general design and in the details of the 
east elevation is unmistakably Norman. The 
upper portion of the west wall of the nave 
is decorated by an arcade of Norman arches 
with the distinctive Norman zigzag mould- 
ings, supported on small columns having 
Norman capitals of different designs. 

The author showed on the screen tran- 
scriptions he had made of some very interest- 
ing inscriptions cut on the building which 
determine with exactitude the date of erection 
of its various parts. For the purposes of 
this précis, the author's points in this 
connexion are sufficiently indicated below. 

In further support of his theory. that 
Norman and not Saracenic ha had 
laboured upon the structure, Mr. Hubbard 
directed attention to the masons’ marks he 
kad found besprinkled about the building. 








There was no doubt, he thought, that a vast 
number of these would be found to be 
reproduced upon Medixval buildings through- 
out Europe. He had compared a few from 
Canterbury, Lincoln, and Fountains, which 
In some cases were precisely similar to those 
at Cefalii, and others bore a strong similarity. 
Wandering gangs of adopted masons doubt- 
less congregated wherever important works 
were in progress, and they evidently affixed 
their signs on the stones they wrought and 
dressed. The sons, heing brought up to the 
trade of their fathers, and wandering off to 
a distant country, would naturally chisel the 
sign of their fathers upon their work. Some 
such theory as this could alone account for 
the small refinements in the development of 
Gothic details, and it was entirely in harmony 
with the testimony of the evidence of the 
stones themselves. Nowhere, the author 
stated, had he been able to find masons’ 
marks on the stones of other buildings 
erected in Sicily under the Norman rulers. 

The point the author particularly empha- 
sised was that at Cefalii the Norman, or in 
this case the Gothic, pointed arch was used 
probably as a distinct style at an earlier date 
than in any other building, and that conse- 
quently Cefalii should be accorded the highest 
position in the history of Gothic architecture 
There could be no doubt, the author con- 
tended, that the Norman Sicilian pointed 
arch was the earliest. The ties of kinship, 
language, and nationality among the Normans 
of England, France, and Sicily were as yet 
far from being finally broken. All were 
members of a church the organisation of 
which might almost be said to have been 
constructed on the interchangeable principle. 
so frequently were the clerks of all grades 
transferred to all parts of Christendom, and 
most frequently of all from one Norman 
territory to another. This principle, too, 
appeared to have been the custom among the 
masons. Of all the theories yet advanced as 
to the origin of the pointed style in North- 
West Europe, that which derived it from the 
Sicilian, as the Sicilian was itself derived 
from the Saracenic, seemed to offer fewer 
difficulties, and to be more in accordance 
with the probabilities of the case than any 
other that had been propounded. 

The close connexion between one Norman 
province and another was curiously exempli- 
fied in a notable and historical instance. 
Before 1170, or possibly in that year, 
Henry IT. of England offered the hand of one 
of his daughters—then in her sixth year— 
to William the Good of Sicily, and William 
seemed to have thankfully accepted the 
proposal. It was not, however, till 1176 
that the little Plantagenet princess, then 
having attained her twelfth year, was 
actually dispatched to Sicily to be married 
to William. This was very strong historical 
evidence cf a close connexion between 
Sicily and the mainland of Europe, and 
should be taken into consideration in placing 
Cefali: in its proper position in the history of 
architecture. 

Summing up, the author said that the 
special points of interest he wished to direct 
attention to were these :—First, the certainty 
of the dates at which the several portions 
were constructed. The body of the church, 
with the cloister, was certainly begun in 
1132; the west front, between the towers, 
was certainly far advanced, if not finished, 
in 1240; and the roof of the nave was cer- 
tainly repaired in 1263. The second point 
was the fact that the original church was 
built throughout by Norman masons in the 
pointed style at a date probably anterior to 
any other on the mainland of Europe. Also 
that the general Gothic appearance of the 
elevations, taken in conjunction with the 
fact that the stones of the building bear in 
some cases precisely similar masons’ marks 
to those found on purely Gothic buildings, 
justified a recognition of this building as a 
Gothic work. 





_ Mr. W. H. Seth-Smith, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the reader of the paper, said he 
; b 
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almost feared to expose his ignorance by 
entering into a discussion on this church. 
He had had the privilege of seeing the 
Cathedral of Cefali for one day only, 
whereas Mr. Hubbard had spent weeks not 
only in taking notes but in making an 
elaborate and beautiful set of drawings 
which they had had presented on the screen 
that night. He had not expected to be 
present that evening, but on Saturday he had 
written down some notes which he had 
intended sending to the Secretary to read. 
Mr. Hubbard spoke with an intimate know- 
ledge of the church, and the theory he put 
forward that the pointed Gothic style was 
derived from Norman Sicily was a strking 
one. Had Mr. Hubbard gone no further than 
to declare that the Northern Gothic pointed 
arch was derived from the Saracens through 
the Norman occupation of Sicily, we might 
have found it difficult to prove the contrary, 
but if he meant that the Gothic arch was 
the sign manual of Gothic style, then the 
Gothie style was Saracen, then a great deal 
which was written would have to be rewritten. 
To most of them, however, the pointed arch 
was simply a happy coincidence in the pro- 
duction of Gothic art, but the raison détre 
of the Gothic style was scientific invention 
in building construction, and they would 
need more evidence than even Mr. Hubbard 
indicated to convince them that Geo. Gilbert 
Scott's theory of the development of the 
Gothic art out of Romanesque forms by the 
Normans in France was not the true and only. 
Let them examine Mr. Hubbard's points more 
closely in the order of the importance which 
he himself gave them. The plan of Cefalii was 
that of the Roman Cross, and the author was 
perfectly accurate in stating that the church 
was the earliest in Sicily in which this form 
of planning was adopted. | But did this prove 
its Gothic origin ? Surely the Normans were 
familiar with this which was the almost 
universally-adopted planning of the western 
church throughout Europe? In all pro- 
bability the Norman kings were compelled 
during their first fifty years of rule to adopt 
the policy of expediency, and in their build- 
ings were compelled to adhere to the local 
tradition, but when Roger was crowned in 
1130 and began the Royal Palace and the 
chapel at Palermo, he was more independent 
and was still more free when he began the 
Church of Cefali. The choir was, however, 
emphasised by a dome, and its central 
aisles were vaulted. Palermo Cathedral 
before it was ruined was the same, and 
from Roger's aecession onwards no other 
church-planning seemed ‘to have been ad- 
missible. He was quite willing to admit 
that Mr. Hubbard had shown a plan which 
was distinctly different from the later 
Cathedral of Monreale. The choir at Cefali: 
was very much deeper and much more dis- 
tinctly a Roman Cross, but still the pro- 
jection of the transept in both instances was 
about the same. Mr. Hubbard’s second 
point was that the groining of the choir and 
south transept was in Cefalii not merely an 
intersection of the vaulting planes, as it was 
characteristic of Saracenis work, but the 
intersections were marked by projecting 
ribs which were peculiarly characteristic of 
Gothic work. He had pointed out that the 
predominating influence in the details of the 
cast elevation was unmistakably Norman. 
ixternally the east front was much enriched. 
The upper portion, with the exception of the 
central apse, was surrounded by a row of 
circular interlacing arches, with the Roman 
chevron moulding. The two small lateral 
‘pses, which terminated at a much lower 
l-vel, were enriched by interlacing arches 
supported on slender twin shafts, and above 
these interlacing arches was.a series of small 
semicircles resting on grotesque heads. The 
upper portion ef the west wall was decorated 
by an ‘areade of Norman arches with the 
distinctive Nomman zigzag mouldings. This 
was evidence that a Norman architect may 
have been employed, and the discovery of 
masons’ marks (which was a most interesting 
wnd delightful study) seemed to be good 








evidence that Norman workmen were 
employed in the construction. His third 

int was that the triforium was distinctly a 

Yorman characteristic, but this feature 
pointed more to North Italian influence than 
to that of Norman France. The same remark 
applied to the cloisters, which might have been 
carved by Greek sculptors, although it was 
not so Greek in its feeling as other parts. To 
sum up his friendly criticisms, Mr. Hubbard 
mice to give strong evidence that King 
Roger employed Normans in producing the 
cathedral, but not sufficient evidence to 
prove that its style was Gothic. The erection 
of contemporary buildings might account 
for men of skill being imported, but many 
of the features were previously used in 
Palmero Cathedral and in Monreale. They 
found associated with these buildings Greek 
carved enrichment and Greek mosaics, and it 
was this most successful fusion of styles 
which created so deep an interest and pro- 
duced so great an admiration for Norman 
Sicilian architecture. 

Mr. Edmund Kirby, in seconding the vote 
of thanks, said that in dealing with this 
subject they should try to remember how 
the Norman influence came into Sicily. In 
1003 a Norman knight named Drodo, returning 
from’ a pilgrimage to Palestine, was ship- 
wrecked on Calabria and was received with 
hospitality by the ruling prince. There was 
a war proceeding, and the Norman knight 
by his valour turned the tide of victory in 
favour of his host. Then he wanted to go 
home, but the prince, to get him to stop, 
gave him an estate. Finding he could get 
power and a pleasant life, he invited his 
friends to join him, and a number of Norman 
knights. came over. Sicily was occupied 
by the Saracens, and the Normans were 
invited to the island to assist in the wars, 
and they did so, and eventually became the 
conquerors of Sicily. But they always 
respected the customs of the conquered, and 
in Palermo itself they divided the city in 
such a way that the Saracens lived together 
and their laws and customs were respected. 
The point he wished to bring before Mr. 
Hubbard was that the Saracens were an 
important part of the country, and whatever 
building was done could not be done without 
them, but he agreed with Mr. Hubbard 
about the introduction of Norman work. 
The Normans were always builders, and the 
duke or king sent to Normandy and asked 
for someone who would help to baild. And 
a bishop, whose name he forgot, but who 
was a good architect, was asked to come out. 
The result was that Norman workmen were 
brought out, and of course they had their 
influence, but in the main they had Saracen 
workmen to deal with. He could not help 
noticing quite independently at Cefali that 
in the west front there was unmistakable 
Norman work. In the west transept there 
were columns and arches of Roman work 
similar to what could be scen in the earlier 
portions of English cathedrals: He noticed 
in the cathedral at Palermo something in the 
west front that he seemed to have seen at 
Iffley, near Oxford, although it was mixed up 
with Saracen work. His feeling was that the 
workmen were Saracens, ‘and the architects, 
so far as they could, taught the Saracens 
and introduced Norman work. They might 
have had a Norman foreman, and so on, 
but as regarded the whole of the work being 
done by Normans he donbted it. Of course, 
one could not help being impressed with the 
cathedral at Palermo and La Capella Palatina. 
Fhe arches were all pointed at this early 
stage, whereas at the same period the arches 
in England and Normandy were all semi- 
cireular. That was a point which was a 
puzzle and wanted explaining. The mosaics 
at Cefali were magnificent, but -they saw 
the same idea in Monreale and at La Capella 
Palatina, and he had seen it in a church in 
Rome, and indeed it was a favourite idea 
to put the figure of Christ facing the congre- 
gation. Of all the heads he had ever seen, 
however, ' there was nothing comparable 
with Cefali. A curious thing which would 


appeal to architects was that althoucti the 

were enormous ‘they did not look 
out of proportion.. He believed that rt 
of the work came from Constantinople t) sia 
the Greeks. ~ Cefali caused one a oun 
feeling of sorrow. Thero was about 
70,000 ft. of mosaic, and if they calculated 
that at 3. a foot they would ‘see what it 
meant, and yet this church was going to 
ruin. The cloisters were in a desolate state 
and the porch in front would tumble dow; 
in’ the next two years. They know that 
Bentley's Westminster Cathedral, which 
was all brick inside now, was to he covered 
with mosaic in the same way as the Church 
of Cefali, but when they looked at the cost 
they wondered when it would he done 
Perhaps it was better that the building should 
remain as it was until an artist had been to 
7 and made a long study of the work 

ere. 

Mr. Matt. Garbutt said the last speaker 
had pointed out that the Normans wer 
living on terms of friendship. with the 
Saracens, and worked together in their 
buildings. The big granite columns ap- 
peared to be borrowed from other buildings 
in @ way that was extremely common 
amongst the Arabs when they were building 
at that period, in all the countries which 
they had under their control. When, however, 
they came to look at the masons’ marks it did 
not, at all events, point to Saracens being 
the masons. He noticed there was a great 
contrast between the masons’ marks from 
the Cathedral of Cefali and those taken 
from English churches. Of those from this 
country there was only one which had 4 
curved line, whilst there were more than 
a dozen amongst the Cefali examples. 
He supposed that it could only 
point to one set of workmen being mor 
skilful with their tools, and probably the 
carving in Cefalii was of better craftsmanship 
than that further west of the same period 
The last speaker suggested that the work- 
men would be Saracens, but a Saracen, 
being a Mohammedan, would not carve a 
figure. And even amongst the masons 
marks there was a figure of a man, which 
was a most unlikely thing for a Saracen to 
use. In the carvings on the capitals figures 
appeared, and he therefore took it that the 
masons, at all events, would not have been 
Saracens. He would not be inclined to 
agree with Mr. Hubbard that the kneeling 
figures supporting the sarcophagus in 
Palermo were those of Saracens, as he 
did not recognise the Saracen costum >. 

Mr. R. Phené Spiers said that the distance 
from Palermo, 50 miles, prevented his going 
to Cefalii. Mr. Hubbard had referred to 
other earlier churches in the first part of his 
paper, and in the Church of San (Giovanni dei 
Leprosi at Palermo they found pointed arches 
carrying the dome over the crossing. Mr. 
Spiers referred to the Chapel of La Favara ov 
Mare Doice, which at one time may have been 
a Saracenic chateau, and was a smal! reptica 
of the Leprosi church. As regarded Cefali. 
there was one feature which had not been 
alluded to. The nave arches were of two 
orders with very slight projection of plane 
between the two. In all Norman work, and. 
in fact, in all Romanesque work the upper 
order was ‘always brought out above the 
lower one to the depth of the order. In the 
Sicilian work, on the contrary, the upp 
order was only very slightly in projection, 
ani there was a photograph on the wail of a 
bridge built in 1113 in which there were i 
orders of arches, the upper being very slight .

arches. Mr. Hubbard had referred to Pt 
early date of the pointed are it they had 
they were not the only examples, for the: 
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roe It was found that the circular arch 
tended to sink at the apex, and so they 
used the pointed arch. It was very difficult, 
in some of these churches where the pointed 
arch was used, to know what influence had 
been brought to bear. It was a@ singular 
fact that although the Normans used the 
pointed arch, probably because they employed 
Saracenic workmen, ee that. arch made ita 
fy f a 

appearance later in ormandy than in any 
other part of France. ; 

The Chairman said he greatly regretted 
that Mr. Leonard Stokes was unable to take 
the chair, as he had had the advantage of 
having visited the Church of Cefalit. Mr. 
Hubbard had presented his paper to them 
in a most fascinating manner. He supposed 
there could be no doubt that Cefalir was one 
of the earliest examples of the pointed arch 
to be seen in Norman work. It seemed to 
him that the development of the pointed 
arch through’ Norman architecture was a 
very natural sequence, and probably the 
fact that this was one of the earliest examples 
of its use could be explained by the associa- 
tion of the Norrhans in this ease with the 
Saracens, who were more or less familiar 
with it. That would seem to give a sort of 
raison d@'ére to this being one of the earliest 
examples. He should think that most of the 
masons employed in the buildings must have 
been Saracens, because it was hardly probable 
that masons would be imported from so far 
a distance. Probably too much stress was 
laid on the introduction of the figures into 
the carving. It was true that the Saracens 
or Mohammedans would not of their own will 
introduce figures into their carving, but 
amongst the Mohammedans there might be 
some who were not so strict in their religious 
views as others and who might have done 
the work. 

The vote of thanks having been heartily 
carried, 

Mr. Hubbard said he would deal with the 
criticisms rather generally. _ The pointed 
arch was probably used in Sicily for some- 
thing like 200 years before the Normans 
ever went there. It was the current style 
of the country, having been. brought over 
by the Moors from Africa. .. That the Saracens 
might have assisted the Normans in building 
Cefalii was quite possible, but, even granting 
that, it had no material bearing upon the 
point. The point was that they had in 
Cefalii a building which was virtually a 
Cothic building from start to finish. Whether 
the labourers were all Norman or some 
Saracen and some Norman did not materially 
affect the case. Mr. Spiers remarked about 
the peculiar character of the Saracenic 
arches in their recessed planes, as seen in the 
interior of the church. They were not 
moulded, but they hada recessed plane 
which Mr. Spiers said: was characteristic of 
Saracenic work, and to that extent Mr. 
Hubbard agreed they showed a Saracenic 
influence. With regard to the mosaics, they 
were undoubtedly carried out by Byzantine 
Greeks, and not by Greeks of Sicily. The 
Greeks of Sicily had been under the rule of 
the Saracens for something like 200 years, 
and although they might have maintained 
their art in ‘geometric mosaic, they. would 
vertainly have lost their art, owing to the 
prohibition in the Koran, of portraying 
hgures. The figure work found in all these 
churches in Sicily was extromely fine, and 
eh evidently not the work of novices. 
en the whole of the costumes of the 
‘sures were Byzantine. The Greek Byzan- 
tine Custom was to portray figures of par- 
— saints in a precisely similar manner. 
‘he, We bso i not anxious to mislead 

s Mi <0 by confusing their minds. 
. * hot wish to lay any particular stress

in the Normans. ‘That there were figures 
Cefals, capitals of many other works: besides 
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employed on them. His main point, how- 
ever, was that none of these other build- 
ings had anything like the same Norman 
or Gothic characteristics that. they got at 
Cefali. Mr. Seth-Smith referred to the 
transepts in other churches, but he knew of 
no other ehurch in Sicily where the transepts 
projected beyond the side of the walls of the 
church. [Mr. Seth-Smith said there was 
Monreale.]. Mr. Hubbard said that was 
about the same date, but there the transepts 
did not project beyond the side walls of the 
lateral chancels, He had the plan before him. 
He was glad the meeting found the remarks 
about the masons’ marks interesting, for 
it was very pleasing to him to find these 
marks. He had collected some hundreds of 
them in different countries in Europe, and 
was quite certain that the whole science of 
masons’ marks had yet to be worked out. 
That they were found on Norman work and 
not on Saracenic was a distinctly interesting 
point, and he thought it went far to prove 
what he had attempted to sustain in his 
argument that Cefali was essentially a 
Gothic building. 

The Chairman announced that the next 
meeting would be held on Monday, April 13, 
when Mr. H. Heathcote Statham would read 
a paper entitled “A Threefold Aspect 
of Architecture — Tradition, Character, 
Idealism.” 

The meeting then terminated.

THE SURVEYORS’ INSTITUTION : 


QUANTITIES—SHOULD Tuty Form Part or 
THE CONTRACT ? 


AN ordinary general meeting of the 
Surveyors’ Institution was held on Monday 
in the hall of the Institution, Great George- 
street, Westminster, Mr. T. T. Wainwright, 
the President, in the chair, to hear a paper 
on this subject by Mr. F. C. Hunt. In the 
absence of the writer, through indisposition, 
the paper was read by Mr. Currey, the 
Honorary Secretary. 

Mr. Hunt said that to avoid a tiresome 
reiteration of the words “ quantities forming 
or not forming part of the contract,’’ he was 
adopting the words “ new system ” to denote 
when they do, and “ old system” for when 
they do not, form part of the contract. It 
was interesting to note that in recent years 
two important corporations had changed 
their systems. A few years ago His Majesty's 
Office of Works changed from the old and 
adopted the new system. Last year we had 
the converse. The Metropolitan Asylums 
Board, after giving the new system a trial of 
some seven years, reverted to the old system. 
He knew he was in a minority on this vexed 
question, and he knew that the new system 
wonld continue and probably become more 
and more general. The greater, therefore, 
was the necessity to point ont these matters, 
so that they and their clients might be 
protected and safeguarded according to law. 
He could not agree that it was so mach 
fairer to make quantities part of the contract 
because ** you can adjust anything.” It was 
trying to set up so-called equity as against 
law. His object was to show that the 
principle of making quantities form part of 
the contract was wrong, and further that the 
new system helped incompetent men to 
trade against them. In itself the expression 
** Quantities forming part of the contract ”’ 
was a loose one. In most of the cases which 
he had seen when they were so made, the 
wording had been that of the form issued by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects : 
** The works shown upon the said drawings, 
and described in the said specification, and 
included in the said bills of quantities.’’ 
The dimensions and abstracts, therefore, did 
not presumably form part of the contract. 
But was that so? Was it not the generally 
accepted axiom that the part contained the 
whole, and did it not therefore follow that if 
tho bills formed part of the contract the 
material which went to their making was 
also part of the contract ? If the dimensions 





and abstracts did not. become. contract 
documents, was use to be made of the same 
by the building owner's surveyor in dealing 
with variations, and was the contractor to 
have equal access and use of the original 
papers’ If he did not have such access and 
use, then the vaunted fairness of this modern 
innovation in preparing contracts fell to the 
ground. If the dimensions did form part of 
the contract, did it not follow that. they 
should be in a prescribed form ? Now under 
the old system the axiom was that the 
-surveyor could arrive at the items in the bills 
of quantities in any way he liked provided 
that he got there accurately. But, under the 
new system, suppose that the quantity of 
glass was in dispute, ought not the dimen- 
sions making up the total in the bill to be 
clearly traceable by anyone having a know- 
ledge of quantities? If dimensions were to 
be in a prescribed form what was that form to 
be ? Surely that was an important, question 
to have cleared up if quantities were to form 
part of the contract. The old custom was for 
surveyors to decline to allow contractors to 
have copies of the dimensions even if they 
were willing to pay for them, and many firms 
of surveyors still adhere to this custom. 
Was this fair to the builders in any case ” 
Undoubtedly it was unfair if quantities 
formed part of the contract. His view was 
that if bills of quantities did form part of the 
contract, then the contractor was entitled to 
access and free use of the original dimensions, 
and also, if he so desired, to a facsimile copy 
of the dimensions free of any charge. Even 
then the building owner's surveyor had an 
undue advantage in case of quantities and 
dimensions being overhauled for shortage or 
errors. The contractor thought he was 
aggrieved and tried to prove an error, but 
the surveyor could generally manage to bring 
forward something to counterbalance the 
claim. 

In considering the question whether bills of 
quantities should form part of the contract 
or not, he recognised that cases did occur 
where the surveyor had to get his work done 
somehow in nex: to no time, and from 
incomplete information, drawings, and 
specification. In dealing with these, he (the 
lecturer) could see the necessity of adopting 
the new system in justice to all parties 
concerned—building owner, contractor, and 
surveyor. But, as a general rule and as a 
principle, he contended that the quantities 
should not form part of the contract. On 
tendering, a contractor looked to see who 
was the quantity surveyor employed, and if 
he knew him to be a reputable man he 
preferred that the quantities should not form 
part of the contract. It was significant, 
however, that if, on the other hand. the name 
at the foot of the endorsement of the 
summary was unknown or unfavourably 
regarded for any reason (¢.j.. in the case of 
an architect taking off his own quantities) 
then the contractor required that the bills of 
quantities should be made part of the 
contract. By admitting the system of 
making the quantitics part of the contract 
the door was open at once for incompetent 
men to do surveyors’ work, for any man 
could get hold of a set of bills of quantities 
and text-books, and it was then easy for him 
to set to work and write down so many cube 
yards of dig, concrete, ete., so many rods of 
brickwork, etc., right through the chapter. 
He took care to have enough in the aggregate. 
knowing that he would not be found out by 
the building owner. He might be short in 
some of his items, and the contractor might 
complain, but if he was shrewd h> could 
generally manage to wriggle out of any 
difficulty in which he might find himself 
landed. But how did the building owner 
fare in such a case ? 

The new system had brought into the 
field many men who had had no. proper 
training as quantity surveyors. Under the 
old system all parties interested in the 
contract knew exactly where and how they 
stand: The building owner agreed to pay a 
lump sum for certain work duly shown and 
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described by the drawings and genni 
and he could vary that amount by granting 
orders, but he always knew the extent of his 
lixbility. The contractor was ina safe 
position, because he knew that if his prices 
were right and the quantities were rignt he 
could tell how he stood. The surveyor knew 
that his work, if properly done, was done 
once for all time. 

Under the new system all was chaos. The 
surveyor might be harassed all the way 
through by questions asked and doubts 
thrown on his quantities. His work was 
never done. The contractor worried to try 
to find some shortage or error in the quanti- 
ties whereby he might obtain some benefit or 
advantage. The building owner was gener- 
ally in a fool's paradise, thinking that he 
knew the extent of his liability, but he would 
often find that the amount of the contract 
was only a myth, which was subject to con- 
siderable alteration before it could be said to 
represent his liability. The priced bills of 
quantities should be examined by the 
quantity surveyor before the signing of the 
contract. That was the theory, and the 
right theory, though in actual practice he 
feared it was often left undone. 

Under the new system, suppose that the 
successful contractor did not affix prices and 
money values to several items, was he, when 
it came to the stage of treating variations on 
the contract, to be paid a fair rate for such 
items, or was he to go without as he would do 
under the old system? If he had priced an 
item of, say, 10 ft. at Is. and it had been 
extended as 8s. 4d., was this to be adjusted 
or not, or if in casting up a page he was, say, 
1. short in his total, was this to be put 
right ? If the answers to these questions 
were in the contractor’s favour it did indeed 
become of great importance to examine the 
priced bills of quantities before accepting a 
tender. It would not need much ingenuity 
on the part of a zealous estimating clerk to 
come out lowest in the list of tenders and so 
get the contract, then later on to be able to 
show that there were mistakes, which would 
enable his firm to add an appreciable amount 
to the contract sum. In answer to a question 
as to what constituted making bills of quanti- 
ties form part of the contract, he should 
contend that the right and proper way so to 
do was to mention the bills of quantities in 
the clause 

It should also be mentioned in the bills of 
quantities themselves, the specification, and 
the form of tender. If not so mentioned, the 
contractors who tendered rightly drew the 
inference that they did not form part of the 
contract. What often happened ¢ The in- 
competent man was very keen that they 
should form part of the contract, and he 
decided without consulting the architect, 
who often had no strong views on the 
matter, that he would do his best so to 
arrange it; so he put it in the bill of 
quantities themselves, the form of tender, 
and also in the specification, if he had a 
‘nger in that pie. But the architect saw 
to the contract deed, and had copied an old 
form which did not mention the quantities, 
then what was the position? Jt could be 
argued, and had been argued by able counsel, 
from both points of view. His firm convic- 
tion was that unless the quantities were 
mentioned in conjunction with the drawings, 
general conditions, and specification, they 
did not form part of the contract, although 
it might be so stated in the specification, 
which was mentioned in the contract deed. 

If the quantities were mentioned in the 
form of tender, but not in the contract deed, 
then a question might arise whether the 
contractors tendered on the right basir. 
But in such a case he did not think that the 

uceessful contractor could raise any issue, 
as On signing the contract deed it was his 
duty to see that it was in order from his 
point of view, and, having signed the deed, 
he must abide by the terms thereof. At the 
same time, this point of what constituted 
making quantities form part of the contract 
was 8o moot’ that he should not be surprised 





to hear of a judge or arbitrator holding the 
opposite view to that which he had expressed. 
Surely a question so important from a legal 
point of view should be definitely settled. 

As to “ measuring up,” the question arose 
whether the building-owner’s surveyor had 
the right, whether quantities form part of the 
contract or not, to go into any variations 
from the drawings or specification. He con- 
tended that under the old system he had no 
such right. He could only treat such 
variations as were mentioned in written 
orders for extras and omissions. 

Under the old system, the programme was 
clearly defined, and the measurers for the 
contracting parties knew what they have to 
do, viz.:—1. Treat written orders. 2. Treat 
provisional sums or quantities. 3. Treat 
prime cost values. 

As to the new system under which 
quantities did form part of the contract, no 
one knew the extent of the work to be done 
until a total was actually agreed. Each 
side might at any moment bring forward 
some question to be gone into. 

The alternative method to making the 
quantities form part of the contract, where 
circumstances and time did not permit the 
quantities being prepared in the proper way, 
was, he believed, known as the Scotch 
method, viz., where a schedule was prepared 
with approximate quantities made to total 
up to about what was to be spent. Were 
quantity surveyors really wanted ? 

In important buildings the loss of time, 
and consequently loss of money, before 
building started was a serious matter. A 
short time back we had the American 
invasion into the building world of England, 
and the secret of the success of that cam- 
paign was that no time was lost in pre- 
liminaries. Probably the building-owner did 
pay more for his bricks and mortar, but it 
was questionable whether he was a loser in 
the long run. The man who was the loser 
was the quantity surveyor, because his 
services were not required at all. 

Was not this a warning, and that as the 
tendency to hustle increases the quantity 
surveyor may he jostled out of the way ? 
Was all the infinite toil which they gave 
themselves justitied by the exigencies of the 
ease? After all, they had to. remember 
that “ quantities” were but a means to an 
end. To this the old-fashioned surveyor 
might retort that quantities were as impor- 
tant as drawings, that the building would 
not well be erected without them, but in 
practice he feared that they should find 
more and more frequently that buildings— 
and very important buildings, too—could 
be erected without quantities. 

Surveyors had made one step of late years 
towards saving time in not taking the 
labours on stone. The reason for not so 
doing, viz.. because builders did not price the 
labours, was a bad one, but the saving of 


time and labour was a good one. The taking’ 


of labours on stone, excepting in the case of 
most important buildings, should be abolished 
simply and solely for the reason that it was 
spending more time and trouble on the work 
than the work and the remuneration for it 
justified. There was plenty of scope for 
further innovations in preparing quantities. 
First, he would suggest as suitable for altera- 
tion the carpenter and joiner’s bill, which was 
out of all proportion in length to the other 
bills, and out of all proportion to the money 
value of the same. Secondly, he would 
suggest the abolition of all items of very 
small money value. He was not arguing in 
favour of the engineer's quantities for a 
100,000/. contract on half a sheet of note- 
paper. But he did demur to pages of bill, 
the money value of the items on each page 
coming to a few shil’ings. 

Their aim in preparing a bill of quantities 
should be to give the contractors who were 
to tender therefrom everything they wanted 
in an accurate, clear, and concise form, so 
that they could readily affix their prices to 
the various items. He felt inclined to brush 
aside any other feature, especially the 





academic features of a bill of quantitics A 
mischievous but very general custo: was for 
the surveyor. to embody copious eXtracts 
from the specification in his bills and ot 
render it necessary for the builder, ith 
wished to be thoroughly posted up in all 
matters, to refer to the specification itself 
His theory was that it was unwise and 
unnecessary for the surveyor to try to 
embody everything which was in the specifica. 
tion and conditions of contract, and that he 
did better by shortening his own work and 
practically compelling the builder to have 
recourse to the specification. 
‘ How often they found the words “ best,” 
‘ proper,” s“ ap roved,” and the like, 
scattered through the bills. Surely the 
conditions of contract should cover ail this 
ground, and in most cases render the use of 
such terms superfluous. Under the old 
system there was a special signification to the 
word provisional when attached to an item 
in the bills. He found the same word, or one 
tantamount thereto, in quantities under the 
new system. It seemed to him that logically 
all items under the new system were pro- 
visional, and the special jsignitication had 
gone, like a good many other things, under 
the change from the old system to the new. 
It was of no avail for the quantity surveyor 
to abuse and blame the architect for not 
allowing him sufficient time in which to do 
the work. The difficulties of the architect of 
late years had increased in many ways. He 
was called upon to do much more work, 
especially in preliminary arrangements, than 
formerly, and it was by helping the architect 
that the surveyor could best serve his own 
ends. One of the best ways for a surveyor to 
help the architect was in the matter of 
writing the specification. A properly-trained 
quantity surveyor ought to be able to write 
a better specification than an architect, 
everything else being equal. The surveyor 
would be paid for writing the specification, « 
the arrangement would be made at the start. 
The architect would ask what percentage 
would cover both quantities and specification, 
and the surveyor would fix his rate accord- 
ingly. Even if he got no higher rate than he 
had before he was burdened with this extra 
piece of work, he would be better off by 
securing the work than if it went into other 
hands, as undoubtedly it would. He would 
also be knitting closer the ties between 
himself and the architect. This plan abo 
strengthened the architect in being able to 
nominate his own surveyor instead of having 
a stranger thrust on him. In considering the 
question of remuneration the surveyor must 
» something more than look for adequate 
pay for his work, he must also consider 
whether the building owner gets full value 
for the sum he paid for that work. 

In conclusion, the author said he wanted 
to see the incompetent man prevented from 
undertaking work for which he had no 
qualifications, to see surveyors protected b¢ 
their profession as lawyers and medica 

sa: B in theirs. He 
practitioners are protected in . 
wanted to see the day when, under the i! 
system of making quantities form part ° 
the contract, they all —surveyors. architects, 
builders, and building owners— were safe- 
guarded as to their work, liabilitics, sat 
according to the law of the land, se se 
they might be able to see clearly how tev 
stood. He wanted to set quantity s1rv ya 
thinking, to see if they could so amend t a 
ways of doing their work as to be in — 
with the spirit of the day, chiefly to sav i 
in doing their work, and also to save ©" i . 
so that the reduced remuneration wil” 
they received to-day as compared paper i 
thirty years ago, should be more in ace 
with the amount of expense incurred.

Mr. H. T. Steward, in movine * vote 
ealen to Mr. Hunt, said that the principe 
person to be considered was the bu ing 
owner. Apparently the new system W 
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old custom, and he thought there was 
pe good reason why they should. Making 
quantities part of the contract had been 
beneficial to the building owner and 
to everybody else. With regard to Mr. 
Hunt’s hope that surveyors would be 
ected in their profession in the same 
were lawyers and medical prac- 
titioners, he thought they might dismiss that 
as Utopian. They must rest content, as their 
fathers did, to give good service to their 
employers. no matter whoever they might 
be. If bills of quantities were to be part of 
the contract, there was no doubt that the 
dimensions should be equally at the service 
of the builder’s surveyor as of the building 
owner's surveyor. He must raise his protest 
against the notion of not taking labour on 
stone. It would raise all kinds of difficulties, 
would not be to the advantage of the building 
owner, and the London builders would not 
like’ it. 

Mr. A. G. Cross, in seconding the motion, 
said he quite agreed with Mr. Hunt that the 
Scoteh system, as he termed it, was infinitely 
to be preferred to the system of making 
quantities part of the contract, but he (Mr. 
(ross) did not think that system was likely 
to become very general until quantity sur- 
yeyors could agree upon a uniform system 
of measurement. In Scotland the conditions 
under which they carried on their profession 
were less chaotic than those which prevailed 
in London. He agreed with Mr. Steward 
that it was Utopian to hope that quantity 
surveyors would be protected in the sense in 
which the doctor or the lawyer was protected 
for many years to come, if indeed ever. 
He believed, however, that a good deal 
might be effected by a combination amongst 
the members of their profession. 

Mr. John Murray said he bad had some 
experience both in the architectural depart- 
ment and in the quantity surveyor’s depart- 
ment, so that he knew something of the 
difficulties of both sides, and the result of his 
experience was that he could not agree with 
the quantities being made part of the 
contract. It opened all kinds of unknown 
difficulties and troubles throughout the whole 
building work to everybody concerned. The 
weak point in the whole system was the fact 
that there was no privity of contract between 
the surveyor and the builder, and if that 
could be obtained in some way he thought 
that would meet all the difficulties that 
surveyors now laboured under. The chief 
aim of both architects and surveyors was to 
get the building executed at the most reason- 
able price, in all cases upholding the interests 
0 their client. The ideal system at which 
he supposed they all poate in connexion 
with quantities, was to have them properly 
taken off by & competent surveyor, and not 
to make them part of the contract as long as 
they could arrange some contract between 
the surveyor and the builder. 

_Mr. W. Woodward said he differed en- 
tively from the views which Mr. Hunt had 
laid doxn in his paper. Why Mr. Hunt 
should call this a new system he (Mr. Wood- 
ward) coull not for the life of him under- 
stand. He had not only known of it, but had 
carried it into eflect for the last thirty years 
the making of quantities part of the 
vontract. When he had the pleasure of 
building ‘ house for himself he had the 
quantities taken out and made part of the 
Contract, because he had no desire whatever 
rs get materials and work upon his building 
agg he had not paid, nor to let the 
dcr be pid for work he had not 
executed simply because of some clerical 
error in the office of the quantity surveyor, 
all he believed that was the case with 
i acts He ould ‘mot agree with 
slong —— seemed to run throughout Mr. 
tabbieie per as to the incompetency of 
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certainly be taken out. With regard to the 
remuneration of surveyors, it was most 
painful to think that they should have 
reduced their remuneration in the way that 
they had. There was no reason whatever for 
it. If quantity surveyors had stuck up 
thirty years ago for their proper charges as 
architects stuck up for theirs, they would 
not see the alarming prices which quantity 
surveyors were sometimes willing to wor 
for. If they were to stick to their guns and 
charge fairly for their work, clients would 
have to pay them. 

Mr. Alfred King said he cordially agreed 
with the remarks of Mr. Woodward as to the 
building owner's position. That gentleman, 
in questions of this kind, was of first and 
paramount importance, and as long as they 
gave him full value for his money, quantity 
—— would always find plenty of work 
to do. 

Mr. FE. J. Burr said he believed that the 
quantities should always form part of the 
contract, as being the most equitable arrange- 
ment. He was dead against any attempt 
being made not to take out the labours of 
stone. 

Mr. G. A. Stanger pointed out that nearly 
all public bodies when advertising for tenders 
said distinctly that the quantities should not 
form part of the contract. It appeared to 
him that it was most likely they had taken 
legal advice on the subject, and they had 
found that the most satisfactory and business- 
like plan for them wa: to employ a man of 
high repute, and say to him, “ Your quanti- 
ties must be accurate; if you make any 
mistake you must settle the differences with 
the builder.” 

Mr. Howard Colls said that his opinion was 
that the builders of London were quite 
content to accept the quantities of the 
leading surveyors, and he did not think 
there was any keen desire on their part that 
they should be made part of the contract. 
If the builder had confidence in the surveyor, 
and knew that he did his work fairly and 
accurately, it was fairer to the building 
owner that he should accept his quantities 
and take the risk of error. 

After a few remarks by the President, 
the vote of thanks was heartily agreed to. 
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THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS. 


THE twenty-fourth annual general meeting 
of the Institute of Builders was held at 
31 and 32, Bedford - street, Strand, W.C., 
on Thursday, March 26, when the minutes 
of the last annual general meeting were 
confirmed, and the audited accounts, 
balance-sheets, and annual report of the 
Council were received and adopted.

A hearty vote of thanks was given to Mr. 
Joseph Bell, J.P., for his valuable services 
as President during the past year. 

In the Report presented by the Council it is 
observed that, notwithstanding the reported 
flourishing condition of trade during the past 
year, the building trade has experienced a 
period of almost unprecedented stagnation 
for which it is difficult to attribute a reason- 
able cause. Whilst the bulk of building 
operations has seriously diminished, the 
Legislature has been remarkably active in 
enacting laws (under the influence of orgaa- 
ised labour), and the results are calculated 


to be of far-reaching importance to employers

generally, adding materially to their responsi- 
bilities and to the expenses incidental to the 
carrying-on of their business. Particular 
attention is drawn to the report of the Home 
Office Building Accidents Committee, which 
has issued, after a prolonged series of sittings, 
its recommendations in the form of a Blue 
book (C. D. 3,848), and perusal of this is 
recommended. 

A joint deputation from the Institute of 
Builders and the London Master Builders’ 
Association waited on the Metropolitan 
Water Board in the hope of inducing that 
Board so to alter its Bill that builders and 
contractors should be supplied with water 
for building purposes by meter and be charged 
at the same rate as other tradesmen, but 
unfortunately with little effect. No alterna- 
tive was left but to oppose the Bill before the 
Parliamentary Joint Committee. The oppo- 
sition there succeeded in securing for 
builders the right, not previously enjoyed, to 
demand that a supply of water be granted 
for building purposes without, however, 
being able to insist upon a meter supply. 
This and local restrictions, it is considered, 
have had their share in limiting, to an 
appreciable degree, the legitimate expansion 
and development of building operations. 

During the year many questions have been 
raised in connexion with building contracts. 
and instances have arisen where the agreed 
form has been ignored and others substituted 
and accepted by which builders have, not 
infrequently, placed themselves in a position 
of great difficulty. Such action, says the 
Report, is to be deplored, as it is bad for the 
trade as a whole and for the individual 
builder.

INCORPORATED INSTITUTE OF 
BRITISH DECORATORS. 

Tue annual dinner of the Incorporated 
Institute of British Desozators was held on 
Monday in the Oak Room, Trocadero 
Restaurant, Piccadilly Circus, W., Mr. J. D. 
Crace, President, in the chair. There were 
also present :—Messrs. Thomas Collcutt, 
President of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects ; Walter Cave, President of the 
Architectural Association; A. J. Teall, 
President of the National Association of 
Master Painters; George Frampton, R.A., 
H. J. Draper. Col. Bennett, W. G. Suther- 
land, W. Green, A. G. Rhind, Felix de 
Jong, J. Sibthorpe, J. M. Orr, W. H. 
Pitman, M. C. Cowtan, F. Cowtan, H. N. 
Hornsby, F. W. Englefield, Secretary, and 
others. 

The loyal toasts having been proposed by 
the Chairman and honoured, 

Mr. W. H. Pitman, Master of the Painter- 
Stainer’s Company, proposed the toast*of the 
Incorporated Institute of British Decorators. 
The Institute, he said, was only about nine 
years old, the first President being Mr. 
Bonnar—that being before the Incorpora- 
tion. It was difficult in London to enlist the 
interest of members of the craft, and they 
had always found that their best friends came 
from the north--Birmingham, Lancashir-, 
Ireland, ete. They had with them that 
evening Mr. Sibthorpe, who had come from 
Ireland ; Col. Bennett, from Scotland ; and 
Mr. Teall, the President of the {National 
Association of Master Painters of England 
and Wales, from Birmingham. All three 
countries were represented in the Institute, 
and Mr. Crace was the first President of the 
Incorporated Institute. They all knew Mr. 
Crace and the position he occupied in the 
world of decoration, and he had been their 
President for the past nine years. The Insti- 
tute had recently started giving a gold medal 
to those who were deserving in the profession, 
and Sir William Richmond, a man who had 
made for himself a very high position in 
Art in London, had been the first recipient. 
He (the speaker) was told that the following 
day the medal would be awarded to their 
President, Mr. Crace. 

Mr. Crace, in reply, said the prosperity of 





the Institute was dear to all of them, and he 
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hoped that by getting more thoroughly into 
touch with one another and hearing one 
another's views on all subjects connected 
with decoration, and on all subjects which 
tended to the respect of one another's views, 
that the Institute might serve a very excel- 
lent and good purpose in everything relating 
to the improvement of decoration in the 
country, and of the position of those who 
carried it out. The Institute was a young 
hody, but that should not discourage them 
from looking forward to a time when it 
would become a much larger and more 
influential association of men than it was at 
the present time. The Institute numbered 
about 400 members, but they were scattered 
about the kingdom, and that made it 
extremely difficult te get a large proportion 
of them together at one time. He looked 
forward to the time when they would include 
all the right men. The difficulty seemed to be to 
get behind the firm concerned to the men 
who were really directing the decoration, 
and he hoped that more of those men would 


_join the Institute during the next few years. 


The President then proposed the toast of 
* The Sister Arts.” He said they had with 
them that evening four gentlemen who 
represented the best and highest forms of art, 
:.¢., architecture, sculpture, and painting. It 
had often been said before that the most 
perfect form of art as a whole was the 
combination of those three arts in one. 
To weigh the merits of each would be absurd, 
but one might naturally infer that the first 
step in art was architecture, and the next 
step was sculpture, and the final step was 
painting—for we must have the walls to 
paint before we could paint. 

Mr. Colleutt, in response, said that archi- 
tects generally did not pay quite sufficient 
attention when they were designing their 
buildings as to the needs of the painters and 
sculptors, and he was almost as certain that 
the sculptors and painters did not sufficiently 
consider the architecture that they were to 
decorate. There were always very brilliant 
exceptions, and some of them were there that 
evening. The Royal Institute of British 
Architects had a committee sitting con- 
sidering the advisability of having some sort 
of more or less frequent exhibitions, and they 
were considering the advice of other Societies, 
such as the Society of Decorators, the Arts 
and Crafts, and, he thought he might say, the 
Royal Academy, and other important bodies. 
It would be a very great thing, whatever was 
done, to bring painters and sculptors and 
architects more together, as they had not 
been sufficiently closely in touch in the past, 
and it was necessary, for the advance of the 
arts generally, that they should be better 
acquainted with each other's work, and 
should seek to work together more than they 
had done. Luckily, there was, he thought, a 
distinct advance amongst the public in the 
direction of wishing to have works of art. 
The fact that the Royal Exchange was being 
decorated as it is showed that the citizens of 
London wished to have some representative 
modern art in their midst. There were some 
very fine decorations in the Royal Exchange, 
but unfortunately the light there was so bad 
that a great deal of the beauty was lost. 
As to the work of decoration in the new 
Sessions House, he made bold to say that 
the work there pointed to two lessons—one, 
where the artist had not been in complete 
accord with the surrounding architecture or 
the architect ; and the other, where the artist 
had fully appreciated what was’ before him, 
and had kept the decoration absolutely in 
scale with the architecture. Those who 
had seen Professor Moira’s work in the 
new Sessions House would appreciate what 
he said. There was no doubt that in the 
decorative arts, not only in the higher arts, 
but also in the more homely arts which 
surround us much more, there had been in 
the last generation a very great advance, 
and he had only to mention the name of 
Morris to show how very largely he and the 
men who worked with him had influenced 
the domestic arts of to-day, He thought 





that scarcely any man had done more than 
Morris to influence the more homely of the 
domestic arts. He could not forget the 
President's father, too, who kept alive, when 
he (the speaker) was a boy, a great many of 
the traditions of the best Italian decorative 
art. 

Mr. Frampton replied, in an amusing 
speech, for sculpture. 

Mr. Draper, who also responded, said, with 
regard to decoration, he did not think that 
easel pictures were the highest expression 
of painting. The highest expression, «he 
thought, was painting done to fill a given 
architectural space. It gave a:raison d’éire 
to a picture whieh the easel picture was 
ecrtainly wanting in, and it was delightful to 
be entrusted to fill such a space. He had 
recently been complimented by Mr.Frampton, 
who said that a certain picture of his ought to 
be set in an architectural moulding in a 
room. Art was not taken very seriously in 
England, as was seen in the House of 
Commons. If a question was asked there as 
to art, it was always used as an opportunity 
to sharpen the wits. It was extraordinary 
that that was so; it was not the case in other 
countries. At the time of the Japanese- 
Russian War, a distinguished Japanese was 
complaining about the attitude of England 
and Europe generally. He said, ‘‘ You have 
known us for a long time as a nation with 
artistic feeling, and you have looked upon us 
as Asiatics and uncivilised; but now that 
you see that we can kill you call us civilised.”’ 

The Chairman then proposed the toast of 
“The National Association,” coupled with 
the names of Mr. J. M. Orr, representing 
the National Association of Scotland, Mr. 
Sibthorpe, representing Ireland, and Mr. 
Teall, the President of the English and Welsh 
Association. He said that the National 
Association of Master Painters had for its 
object the very proper one of looking after 
the commercial interests of its members more 
particularly, though it interpreted that object 
in a very wide spirit, for amongst its objects 
was the great encouragement it had given to 
apprentices. It had not only helped to found 
a school of house-painting, but it had insti- 
tuted prizes and travelling studentships to 
enable the most promising students to see 
for themselves how decoration was carried 
out by the old masters abroad, as well as by 
modern men. That was perhaps useful in 
itself and helpful to the coming generation, 
for it was not the older generation who were 
likely to benefit from all the Institutes and 
Associations which existed, but the younger 
generation and the men who would be joining 
in the years to come. 

Mr. Orr first responded: He said it was a 
happy fact to realise that whether on a high 
scale or on a low one the arts were united, 
and, in their base, had a common source. 
This fact and the association of the arts 
tended to raise one’s craft to a higher position 
than one realised that it occupied. The 
higher one’s ideals were, the more possibility 
there was of at least coming within measurable 
distance of the attamment of the ideal. If 
they could get men of standing and eminence 
to take an interest in what at first sight 
seemed to-be a minor branch of the profes- 
sion, the whole tone of the profession would 
be raised. Decoration applied to spaces on 
walls of buildings was really the highest 
treatment of painting, and he had just had 
the opportunity of going to St. Albans and 
Canterbury and seeing there how colour ‘was 
applied in the old days. _Work he had seen 
that day had been done in the XIIth century, 
and work of the same period on the Continent 
was not to be compared with it for freedom 


and fine scope. We had a notion that it 
was only in Italy and Greece, etc., that real 
art was possible, but there was indij 
talent in the country, and there had a 
capacity to realise high ideals in decoratiy 
painting. Through the Institute they had an 
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they did all they could to develop the talent 
of their apprentices, and in sonic cities they 
had made arrangements for sending certain 
of their apprentices during the daytime, and 
for four months in-the year, to work in the art 
schools and technical colleges, and they had 
found the masters’ of the schools “quite 
sympathetic and ready to do all they could 
to give the boys a definite love for their work 
and trade. He was glad to say that the 
result had justified the experiment. 

Mr. Sibthorpe replied, and mentioned some 
of the labour difficulties which had occurred 
in some parts Of Ireland. A state of unrest 
was never conducive to the best decoration 
and artistic results, Artists did not cater for 
the first necessities of life, although he 
believed that art was one of the prime 
necessities of a cultured life. It was possible 
to live an animal life without decoration, 
but not a cultured life. 

Mr. Teall, President of the National Asso- 
ciation for England and Wales, also responded, 
and said he had tried to get his Association 
to encourage the re-establishment of the 
system of apprenticeship throughout the 
country. In some places the system had 
fallen out altogether, and boys were sent 
to work in their early teens to earn money for 
their parents, with the result that later on 
those boys had to earn a living as mere 
labourers. The Association was doing its 
best to raise the standard of the craft, which 
at one time had fallen very low—so low that 
men were afraid to assert what they knew to 
be right in form and colour. Sometimes they 
had had designs and colour put before them 
which they should be ashamed to carry out. 
He thought they should be free to make 
suggestions when they thought a scheme 
would be likely to spoil a building, and some 
architects were not offended when a sugge- 
tion was made by.a tradesman. They hud 
tried to raise the status of tho craft. They 
had delight in their craft and in their work, 
but it was only by helping the boys to learn 
and love their calling that they could properly 
raise the craft. nig 

Other toasts were: “The Services, te:

RENAISSANCE AND MODERN 
CHURCHES OF PARIS.—IV. LA 
TRINITE. 


IHE Church of La Trinité was 
commenced in 186] from the 






1867. It replaces a provisional 
chapel at the foot of Rue de Clichy, built by 
Devrez. 

The church is placed on the axis of Rue 
de la Chaussée d’Antin, on a place formed at 
the junction of the Rues Blanche, Clichy, 
St. Lazare, and Chateaudun. In front of 
the principal facade is an elliptical forecourt, 
dominated by a terrace on which opens the

COMPETITION DESIGN For LONDON 
COUNTY HALL. 
We publish this week the design by 
Messrs. Warwick & Hall, submitted in the 
great competition for the London County 
Hall. ‘We have already drawn attention to 
some fine qualities of architectural effective. 
ness in the plan. If it is urged that sending 
people round a circular corridor is not the 
most direct method of internal communics. 
tion, we may remind the reader that Inigo 
Jones did the same in his great plan for 
Whitehall Palace, and that architectural 
interest and effect in the laying-out of a plan 
may be fiirly put in the balance agains 
mere directness of line. 
The views of the authors are explained in 
the following extracts from their Report ;— 


“ The buildings are designed in such a manner 
that they ean be erected in sections if required, 
as shown on the cubing plan attached to the est). 
mate; the first section containing the main 
entrance in Westminster Bridge-road, the princi. 
pal staircase, and the council chamber. In the 
sub-basement is the heating chamber and large 
storage for coals, so that this portion of the 
building is complete in_ itself. The principal 
entrance in Westminster Bridge-road is recessed 
from the street by a circular carriage drive, 
which allows sufficient room tor vehicles to wait 
near the entrance. The carriage porch is made a 
teature ot importance, and is adorned by groups 
of sculpture representing the administrative 
work of London. 

The council chamber is in a direct line with the 
principal entrance and staircase, and is entered 
from a members’ private corridor of spacious 
proportions, which forms an ante-room betwees 
the council chamber and the principai staircase, 
lobbies, cloakrooms, lavatories, and_ telephone- 
rooms, as well as between the committee and 
members’ rooms at either end. 

The large hall is placed centrally on the Belve- 
dere-road front, and is arranged together with 
its cloakrooms and lavatories, so that it may 
either be let off separately or used on occasions 
in conjunction with the other large apartments on 
the principal floor. Should the idea of providing 
this hall be abandoned, the space would serve 
admirably for additional offices without seriously 
altering the plan. A 

The members’ library is in line with the axis 
of the council chamber, and equally convenient! 
placed for the use of the mombers, although in ; 
quieter portion of the building. The group of 
large apartments is completed by a member 
common room in the centre of the river — 
with windows opening on to a broad terrace. . -

“Externally the design carries on the traditions 
of the English Renaissance on the lines suggested 
by the great riv erside buildings of Greenwich and 
Somerset House. The river front is made to 
express the lines of the plan, with a central 
dome flanked by small towers, to which it is 
connected by curved double colonnades. 

The principal entrance and main staircase are 
marked by a tower which will add greatly to the 
interest of the grouping in perspective, without 
marring the symmetry of the fagade to the river, 
from which it is considerably recessed. It will 
also in some degree respond to the clock tower 
of Westminster Palace, and give a monumental 
sale to the planning of the bridge. 

The front to Belvedere-road is kept quite 
simple and without erections above the general 
skyline, in accordance with the restrictions con- 
tained in the agreement with the Ecclesiastical 
Commissionera. 

Sculpture throughout is sparingly used, and 
where shown is expressive of the purpose of the 
building.”

So Brunelleschi cannot be considered to have 
heen a successful man during bis lifetime, 
but he has had more influence upon architec- 
tural history than any other architect, and 
that he did not see’ more. proof of this is 
largely due to the fact that a considerable 
portion of his long life had gone by before he 
finished his architectural education. San 
Spirito may be considered his greatest and 
finest coneeption of a completed building. 
He was the first architect in the modern sense 
of the word, and established his control over 
the building brotherhood, whose guild he 
never joined, with great firmness and deter- 
mination. Of his smaller work the Pazzi 
Chapel and the Church of the Badia di 
Fiesole are undoubtedly of the greatest 
importance and interest. Purists will find 
little to criticise in the latter, but the Pazzi 
(Chapel has come in for stinging assaults 
by critics whose pedantic appreciation of 
correctness seems to prevent their seeing 
the real living charm of the work and the 
extreme originality of many of its parts.’’

_ METROPOLITAN WATER BOARD. 

Ar the meeting of the’ Metropolitan. Water 
Board on Friday: last week the Works and 
Stores: Committee submitted @ report 
dealing with the question as to which authority, 
the Board or the Londen County Council, 
should bear the cost of the main extensions, 
ete, snc ms _ purpose of increasing 
water supplies for fire-extinction 
The Board, having previously vedo © 
commendation that the matter should be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, the Committee now re- 
ported the receipt of a letter from the London 
County Council agreeing to such course. It 
therefore became necessary, said the Committee 
in their report, that the main extensions, con- 
rexions, and improvements should be put in 
hand. The estimated cost ef the works was 
stated to be 6,597/., and, while the - Board 
offered to bear the sum of 800/, ay representing 
main extensions, etc., which would have the 
effect of reasonably improving the Board’s 
ordinary supply, it was necessary to place be- 
fore the Board an estimate of the total cost 
involved. The Committee recommended that, 
pending the decision of the arbitrator, an ex- 
penditure not exceeding 6,597/. should be in- 
curred in carrying out the necessary works. 
This was to, amd the Committee were 
further authorised to appoint an arbitrator. 
The same Committee submitted a report deal- 
ing with certain proposed improvements of 
supply to the district of Mayfair. The Com- 
mittee stated that at the present time the 
supply to the district was afforded from the 
Kew. Bridge pumping-station, with supple- 
mentary pumping during the daytime from the 
Campden Hill station, but a certain part of the 
area in which there were many lofty buildings 
was supplied from the ametrentih pumping- 
station and the Barrow Hill reservoir. T 
pumping at Campden Hill had proved to be 
inefhcient and extravagant, and it was pro- 
posed, when the erection of the additional 
pumping machinery at Hammersmith and the 
filter-beds at Barn Hill were. completed, to 
cease pumping at Campden Hill, and wholly 
or partially to abandon the reservoirs there, 
in which event the Board would have for dis- 
posal a site the market value of which, it was 
expected, would equal the total cost of the 
acheme now proposed. The works necessary 
for the carrying out of the scheme included 
the laying of a new 18-in. main through Hyde 
Park from the Marble Arch to Regent-street 
by way of Brook-street; a 12-in. main in 
Granville-place, Somerset-street, and James- 
street: and the connexion and alteration of 
several existing mains, and other works, the 
total cost of which was estimated at 
13,1037. 2s. 6d. The adoption of the scheme 
would enable the Board to afford an adequate 
supply to all the buildings in the Mayfair area 
at a much reduced cost for pumping and dis- 
tribution The improved method of supply 
would be similar in operation to that which 
had been adopted in other districts with 
advantageous results, but it had been im- 
possible to inaugurate such a system in the 
western district pending the partial completion 
of -the filter-beds at Barn Elms and the pro- 
vision of additional pumping machinery at 
Hammersmith. In connexion with. the 18-in. 
main proposed to be laid through Hyde Park, 
it had been necessary to apply to H.M. Com- 
missioners of Works for the necessary consent, 
which had been granted subject to the payment 
of-.a nominal acknowledgment of . I. per 
annum. The Committee were authorised to 
incur expenditure not exceeding 13,103/. The 


Law and Parliamentary Committee reported 
on a pro 1 to acquire certain land adjoin- 
ing the rd’s well at Darenth, which land 


was the property. of Colonel English, who, jit 
was stated, was engaged in litigation with the 
Board concerning the water rights in the pro- 
perty. The Committee stated that the pro 
perty in question could be purchased for 
3,0002., and could be leased to Colonel] English

INSTITUTION. 

Tue thirtieth annual dimer of the Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution was held on 
Tuesday evening in the King’s Hall, Holborn 
Restaurant, W.C., the President, Mr. E. C. 
Hannen, B.A., presiding, supported by Messrs. 
G, B. Carvill, J. Howard Colls, A. Blomfield, 
W.F. Wallis. F. May, A. Stoner, F. M. May, 
Eric May, L. Horner, F. G. Minter, G, Holland, 
A. Ritchie, G. Parker, B. Hannen, E. 8. 
Rider, ——- Hill (Higgs & Hill), H. A. Bartlett, 
A. Howard, C. Bussell, E. J. Read, C. H. 
Eiloart, J. Austin, A.C.1.S., Secretary, and 
others, the company numbering nearly 400. 

The loyal toasts having been honoured, 

The Chairman proposed the toast of the 
evening, “‘The Builders’ Clerks’ Benevolent 
Institution.”’ From its foundation down to the 
present time, through bad times—and there 
had been bad times before as well as now—it 
had been a steadily-growing organisation, and 
had year by year added something to its 
stability and widened its sphere of influence. 
Someone had said: ‘ No work begun has ever 
paused for death,’”’ and he thought that would 
serve as an appropriate motto for the Builders’ 
Clerks' Benevolent Institution, because the 
good work started by the founders had never 
faltered, and it had been left to them to see 
that it never paused, or that if it did pause it 
should be for want of applicants and not for 
want of funds. The Institution had been going 
now for forty years, and in the year 1868 the 
amount disbursed was 12/. 15s., whereas last 
year the amount distributed by way of Pe - 
sions and relief exceeded that sum by 750/. 
That was not bad for an_unostentatious little 
organisation. That, briefly, was the position 
when he was elected President. He said that 
the Institution had never paused in its good 
work, but the time had arrived when—he would 
not say it was pausing, for that was for them 
to say—it was hesitating which way it should 
go. The expenditure last year exceeded the 
income by more than 100/. He could quite 
imagine the late President and the Council 
saying: ‘“‘We cannot send these applicants 
away. We will vote them relief and leave it 
to the next President to get the money.” He 
was that successor, but he heartily approved of 
the policev; but the day of reckoning had 
come, and he asked them not only to put back 
that 100/., but also to provide sufficient funda 
to take in those unfortunate people who were 
outside the gates waiting and anxious to enter, 
He asked them not .to let him be the first 
President to have to deny them admission, and 
the first to take a step backward. ‘He thanked 
those who had so generously hel the In- 
stitution the clerks themselves, builders’ 
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rchante—the chief | 
merchants—the chief supporters of the Ine; 
ton — end the builders : re he Tnstitu. 

r. W. F. Wallis then proposed tho toa 
of “The President.” Theit Shacident's tire 
was a household word amongst builders of 
London, and as a President they had hac ex. 
perience of his capacity. He was the right 
man in the ie place. 

The President, who was received with 
musical honours, suitably replied, and referred 
to the generous donations he had received, in 
spite of the hard'times. He acknowledzed the 
support he had received from others, especially 
from his comune, and particularly from Mr 
A. J. Bristow. also mentioned the great 
assistance he had received from their Secretary. 
Mr. Austin, whose task was by no means ‘a 
light one, and from the Committee, who really 
did most of the work; and all a Presiden 
could do was to assist them in their efforts, 

The Secretary, Mr. Austin, then read a long 
list of donations and subscriptions, the total of 
which was 550/., including 25 guineas from the 
President, 15 guineas from the firm of Holland 
& Hannen, and 10 guineas from their staff. 

Mr. Howard Colls said he should like to 
send a message to his old friend and servant 
and companion Mr. E. Brooks, the Treasurer. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Brooks was very ill, and he 
(the speaker) was afraid that he would never 
be at work again, and he hoped he would have 
a happy retirement. It would ill-become them 
if they did not express their sorrow at his 
absence. Mr. Brooks was ore of the founders 
of the Institution, and he had done more for it 
than any single man who had been connected 
with it. He should like the Secretary to 
convey to Mr. Brooks the wishes of them al! 
that he might be restored to health and have 
a long and happy retirement. 





General Building Rews, 


Crester CatHeprat.—A public appeal has 
been issued by the Dean and Chapter of Chester 
for a sum of 6,000/. to restore the south-west 
door and buttress of the south transept of the 
Cathedral and to rebuild the organ. The 
mechanism of the organ is completely worn out. 
and the cost of rebuilding it is estimated at 
4,0007. The restoration of the south transept 
door was reported by the late Mr. Bodley to be 
an urgent work, not only because of structural 
danger, but also because some beautiful details 
cannot be recovered if decay is allowed to go 
on, as the stone is rapidly perishing.

Raitway IMPROVEMENTS at MANcHesTER.— For 
several years past the Lomdon and North- 
Western Railway have been carrying out an 
extension of their line running into Lomdon- 
road station, their principal terminus in Man- 
chester. The scheme includes, besides the 
eventual enlargement of London-road station, 
the building of a new station for local traffic 
which will stand between the London-road 
station and Fairfield-street on the south. The 
contract for the new station has just been let 
to Messrs. R, Neill & Sons, of Manchester, the 
approximate amount being 150,000/. The same 
firm have been engaged on the widening of 
the railway from Ardwick to London-road. 

New Bervce ar Epinscurcsa..The xsew 
bridge giving acoess from Gargie-road to 
Saughton Park, Edinburgh, recently com- 
pleted, was formally tested en the 24th ult. 
This bridge is entirely corstructed in re- 
inforced concrete, and was built to the designs 
of Mr. Morham, the City Architect. The test 
for structural stability proved highly satisfac- 
tory, the bridge sustaining, it is stated. a load 
of no less than 61 tons with an‘ almost inappre- 
ciable deflection. The structural tests were 
carried out by Mr. F. A. Macdonald, C-.E., 
Glasgow. 

Roap Bripce, Carpirr..__The Beresford-road 
bridge, which connects Splott with the eastern 
end of the Roath Ward, has been completed 
and opened. The bridge was built to the 
design of Mr. Harpur. the Cardiff City 
Engineer, by Messrs. J. E. Turner & Sons, of 
Cardiff (masonry work), and Messrs. Palmer & 
Sons,- of Leeds (ironwork). The total cost of 
the work, including compensations, approach 
roads, expenses of issuing stock, together with 
the sum of 2,183/., expenditure which was ren- 
dered necessary to house the displaced tenants, 
amounts to 46,0007. The bridge has been built 
at the cost of the Great Western Railway.

Gramany.—-The building inspectors in Munich 


have recently been empowered by commend- 
able new regulations to guard more efficiently 
the beauties of the town. The design, colour, 
and material of new buildings are to be 
selected with due regard to the older build- 
ings in their vicinity; permission must «be 
obtained for the alteration, both internally and 
externally, of buildings of historical or artistic 
interest; exaggerated signs and posters are to 
be meen rs. and the obliteration of archi- 
tectura] features by sign-boards and commer- 
cial inscriptions to be discontinued.——-The 
price paid by Messrs. Stollwerck, of Cologne, 
for the site of their new premises is one of the 
largest yet quoted in West and South Ger- 
many, viz., 2,200,000 marks for 1,080 sq. metres. 
Fourteen houses formerly stood on the. site, 
now occupied by a commercial building of 
monumental appearance, the work of Kar! 
Moritz, of Cologne, who designed the Opera. 
house of that town, besides many other theatres 
and important public buildings. The work was 
entrusted to him after two competitions. at 
which sixty-four designs were submitted, had 
failed to produce satisfactory results. The 
most difficult item in the conditions had been 
that the design was not to suggest a warehouse, 
hotel, restaurant, or dwelling-house, but bear 
the characteristics of large business premises. 
It is constructed of steel and ferro-concrete, 
faced internally with brick, and externally 
with stone. It cost 1,000,000 marks.-—In the 
competition for designs for street fagades for 
Zittau, four premiums were awarded, of which 
the first of 1,200 marks was won by Fritz 
Wiinsch, of Berlin.——The Municipality of 
Strasburg has voted a sum of 500,000 francs 
towards the restoration of the famous Rohan 
Castle, provided the Provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine contribute the remainder of the neces- 
sary sum of 750,000 francs. The designs for 
the restoration proposed by Herr Knauth, the 
architect to fhe cathedral, will be submitted 
for approval to French and German_ experts. 
In the competition for a municipal hos- 
pital with prebendal house attached for 
Zweibricken, out of fifty-six designs, the first 
remium of 2,000 marks was awarded to 
SMotirs. Ecker & Sons, of Landau, builders; 
the second premium of 1,500 marks to the 
architect, Wilhelm Winkler, of Charlottenburg. 

Austris.._In the competition opened by the 
Austrian Board of Education for designs for 
a prize medal, fifty-seven designs were sub- 
mitted. Although these were all remarkably 
good, the jury did not award a first prize, but 
divided the available sum of 5,000 kronen into 
five equal parts, premiums of 1,000 kronen each 
bcing awarded to Messrs. Hartig. Hedja, 
Philipp, Schwartz, and Thiede, all of Vienna. 

The Roman Catholic church built by 
Princess Sanguszko at Poreba Radina as a 
memorial chapel was designed by Johann 
Zubrzycki, of Cracow, and cost 120,000 kronen. 

On the 22nd ult., at the Engineers’ Club 
in Vienna, was celebrated the Jubilee of Dr. 
Berger, who for twenty-five years has held the 
office of City Surveyor. During his tenure of 
office many municipal questions have been 
dealt with, whose importance may be gauged 
by the facts that from 5,540 hectares, the town 
has spread to 27,000 hectares (67,000 acres), 
from 757,000 the population has increased to 
2,000,000, and from 283 per cent. the death 
rate has fallen to 18 per cent. Further, 
through Dr. Berger's efforts, engineers have 
secured a recognised position in the adminis- 
tration, and the former little Office of Works 
numbering sixty-sever engineers has, with - its 
present 192 members, become one of the most 
important technical offices in the kingdom 

Japan.—.Japan proposes to hold a large ex- 
hibition in 1912 which will in so far be in- 
ternational that other nations are invited to 
exhibit in common halls in the following 
classes: Education, Science, Machinery, and 
Mamufactures. Should. nations wish to ex- 
hibit in any other class, sites will be appor- 
tioned on which buildings may be erected. 
The exhibition grounds will cover about 
259 acres.

Bill was to secure uniformity of treatment with 
respect to paving charges in the case of all 
churches, c pels, or other buildings appro- 
priated to religious worship.

The Council has 
approved of the principle of the Bill, and the 
Committee recommended that it should be 
suggested to the President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board that the provisions of the Bill 
should be extended: to expenses of repairing 
coads under the Metropolis Management Act, 
1862, Amendment Act, 1890, in addition to 
expenses of paving new streets under the 
Metropolis Management Acts, 1855 and 1862. 
The report was adopted. 

Burtpine Reoutations; Lzicester.—At the 
House of Commons, on March 26, the Police 
and Sanitary Comuwittee considerey! a Bij] pro- 
moted by the Leicester Corporation, which, 
in addition to securing a number of other 
objects, sought to confer further powers with 
regard to streets and buildings, and to make 
additional provision with r to sanitary 
matters. The Committee declined to sanction 
clauses giving the Corporation power to attach 
any conditions to their consent for the erection 
of any building beyond the gencral line of 
buildings in any street or part of a street or 
row of houses. Corporation asked unsuc- 
cessfully for power to iriclude any or all of 
conditions providing that land in front of a 
building to such an extent as the Corporation 
might think proper should be dedicated to and 
left open for the use of the public; that the 
building should be used only for such purposes 
as might be specified in consent; that the 
building or -structure shall not be used for 
aby particular purposes specified in the con- 
sent; and generally any other condition which 
the Corporation might deem it expedient to 
impose. It was stated for the Corporation by 
the Borough Engineer and Surveyor, that 
plans were often submitted for converting bay- 
window houses and forecourts into shops, and 
there were in Leicester a large number of 
such converted buildings, which had rapidly 
increased. In answer to the Chairman, wit- 
ness said he supposed there were similar con- 
ditions in other large towns. The Local 
Government Board’s observation regarding the 
clauses was that they were of a very excep- 
tional character, and appeared to be founded 
upon the provisions of the London Building 
Act, 1904.

New 
South Wales, Queensland, and Western 
Australia are granting free, assisted, or nomin- 
ated passages, and Victoria is also helping 
nominated emigrants to a small extent.. The 
chief demand throughout Australia is for men 
who can work on the ‘land. In no part of 
Australia is there any~ pressing demand for

LONDON BUILDING ACT, 1894: 


Disrercr Surveyor ror HamMeRrsmirn v. 
Taos. G. Hawkins & Co. 

At the West London Police :Court, after 
three hearings, Mr, Lane, K.C., gave a 
deferred decision, on March 20, in the matter 
of a test summons for fees on the Twin 
Restaurant at the Franco-British Exhibition.
